wich the Sick, and Chrilten the Children. Sunday laſt 1 preached among them in a Tent , the 
Houſes that remain being ſo ſhatter'd. that I durſt not venture to preach in them, the P le are 
ovcrjoy'd o ſee me among them, and wipe bitterly when / preached to them : 1 hope by this 
tectible Judgement, God will make them reform their lives,for there was not a more ungodly 
Prople on the Face of the Earth. tt is a (ad to ſee all this Hatb ur, one of the fair 
good ieſt I ever {aw covered with the dead Bodies of People of all conditions, floating up and down 
withou: but iai, for our great and famous Burial place, cal ed the Pel:yſedees was deſtroyed by the 
Earthquake, and the &a waſhed the Carcakaſkes of thoſe that were buried out of their Graves, 
Their I ombs being daſhed to pieces by the Earthquake, of wbich there were hunders in that place: 
Multitu ic of Rich Men are uttetly ruin'd, whilſt many that were pont, by watching 8 
ties. and ſearching the wrack'd and ſunk Houſes, even almoſt while the Hatihquake „ and 
rervar and amazement were upon all the conſiderable People, have gotten great Riches. We

t the opening and the Houſes and Inhabitants vent down together! ſome of them were 
driven apagivn by the Sea, which aroſe in thoſe breaches, and ully efcaped; lome were 
in atbrenoacd. up u che Neck, and then the Earth ſaut upon them, and ſqueezed them to death * 
in br mannect feveral arc buried with theit heads above ground, only ſome heads the dogs
